Editors receive too few letters. 


We know of a publication with a 
million subscribers that receives 
about 2,000 letters a day, a sub- 
stantial number but still pitifully 
small in comparison to the sub- 
scriber list and to th» myriad 
number of topics with which it 
deals. 


The Evening Telegraph, for 


example, receives a heap of mall 
directed to the editorial depart- 
ment, bat the majority of it 
comes from large and small cor* 
porattons seeking free advertis- 
ing, local organisation* seeking 
the same, from foreign embassies 
and governmental bodies but re- 
latively few taking sharp ISMM 
with the view* of the publication 
or containing the thoughts and 
Ideas of the reader. 
Some would-be letter-to-the-edi- 


tor writers shrug off the effort by 
infering that the editor is biased 
and wouldn't print another's views 
anyway. That's probably an ex- 
cuse for laziness. 


Some will always have a letter- 


to-the-editor in mind but, with pen 
in hand, may find it difficult to co- 
herently express their viewpoints. 


Still others art complacent and 


will react only to the most violent 
and reactionary editorial comment.

We of this newspaper heartily 


welcome letters-to-the-edltor. We 
believe, and MO do other newspa- 
per editors, that a good, objective 
letter-to-ttie-edltor makes for a 
two-way street in the world of 
journalism. They can he helpful 
hi guiding the editor who has a

He accused the legislature of 


tying the hands of municipalities 
by limiting city taxing powers, 
while at the same time the state 
mposed greater need for addition- 
al taxes to pay for city services. 


Slothower cited state laws re- 


quiring a minimum salary for fire 
and police personnel, without pro- 
visions for tsx means to raise the 
money, claiming it has crippled 
many Illinois communities. 


The mayor emphasized the prob- 


em of Dixon garbage collection 
where the city is levying the limit 


allowed in taxes, but continues to 
operate that service in th'e xed. 


He said cities today are oper- 


ating on a smaller tax levy than 
they did 20 years ago. While 
sessed valuations on area property 
are considerably greater, he added, 
the minor increase in revenue on 
that valuation does not compensate 
for th« lesser value of the dollar.

According to the Dixon firm of 


C. K. Willett, consulting engineers, 
repairs will cost approximately 
915,500. 
. This includes removing the old 
masonry arch and culvert and re- 
placing it with a reinforced con- 
crete box culvert, and tne instal- 
lation of the cast iron pipe.

ers passed an ordinance reappor- 
tioning of special assessment lev- 
ied tinder a Dixon local improve- 
ment ordinance against a lot in 
Hines addition, 'Dixon.

this way: "The Reds agree Jo a 
meeting ... to agree on the date 
for political discussions regarding 
a political, peace conference." 
1 When asked later about the ab 
sence of the word "conditions" in 
the paraphrase, Young said the 
latest Red note did not mention 
"conditions," but only the time of 
the meeting.

VIENNA, Austria W — 


Thousands of rescue workers 
struggled today to uncover at 
least 135 persons still miss- 
ing under snow and ruins in 
the avalanche-stricken Alps 
of West Austria and Switzer- 
land. There and in Bavarian 
Germany 86 already were 
listed among the "white 
dead." 


Only minor slides, which caused 


no damage, were reported during 
the 
night, and colder weather 


brought hope the sYiow movement 
was letting up. But a V i e n n a 
weather official warned that west 
Austria's 
average 
temperatures 


still were above normal and there 
still was danger of more ava- 
lanches. 


List Toll 


This was the toll so far from the 


snowslidea which began Monday, 
in the wake of the winter's worst 
blizzards: 


Austria—82 dead. 131 missing. 
Switzerland—18 dead, 4 missing. 
Bavarian Germany—6 dead. 
The center of tragedy was the 


12-mile W a l s e r Valley of west 
Austna, near the Swiss frontier. 
There hundreds of rescue skiers 
from 
Austria, Switzerland and 


Liechtenstein w o r k e d frantically 
seeking the dead and injured in 
homes in Blons and six other vil- 
lages, all but two wiped out by two 
massive avalanches. 


The first rescuers who reached 


the isolated valley reported 28 per- 
sons were believed dead, 72 miss- 
ing and 23 badly injured. In some 
villages only one or two houses 
were still standing. 


Army Helps 


The U. S. army loaded three big 


cargo helicopters with medicines, 
doctors and a dog team for the 
stricken area. The aircraft, after 
delivering their cargo, will fly in- 
jured out. 


A Swiss helicopter already had 


arrived with medicines, clothing 
and food at the village of Ludesch, 
the rescue headquarters at the 
Head of the valley. 


Re.«cue work continued, too. in 


Dalaas, ajlso in the Vorarlberg sec-, 
tor, where eight persons were still 
missing. A huge snowslide Tuesday 
swept over the railroad station and 
a delayed train waiting at the plat- 
form there. Five persons died un- 
der the snow and 36 others, some 
injured, were rescued.

so discussed important domestic 
issues. 


Farm Comment 


On the controversial farm pro- 


gram which he submitted to Con- 
gress last Monday, Eisenhower de- 
clared he believes it is workable 
and practicable. As to whether it is 
politically feasible in this election 
year, the President said we'll find 
out about that later, but that he 
s convinced the program for a 
switch to flexible price supports is 
right. 


On his labor law proposal for 


a system of government-conducted 
elections among employes on the 
question of striking, the President 
said he would leave to Congress 
whether such votes should come 
before or after a stnke has begun. 


Eisenhower said that in making 


the recommendation as part of his 
plan for amending the Taft-Hartley 
Act he was trying to establish a 
principle. He said he purposely- 
avoided spelling out details be- 
cause that is the province of Con- 
gress. 


Basic Truth 


The president also: 
Said Secretary of State Dulles 


was only 'stating a fundamental 
truth when he declared in a speech 
Tuesday -night that the United 
States has made a basic decision 
to meet any future Communist ag- 
gression by relying primarily on 
nstant massive retaliation. 


Laughed off an effort to find out 


whethei he intends to seek a sec- 
ond term. His political friends. El- 
ienhower added, have advised him 
never to deal with that subject. 


Expressed confidence that the

LOS ANGELES (!fi — California 


was shaken by an earthquake and 
showered by ram, hail and snow 
Tuesday in a spectacular combina- 
tion of natural phenomena. 


Th« quake, rated by seismolo- 


gists as a major shock, jolted cit- 
ies from the Mexican border to 
Sacramento, 500 miles north. There 
were no injuries, but electric wires 
were snapped and plaster shattered 
in numerous buildings. 


A ciack was opened on (he 24th 


floor of the City Hall here, and an 
inside wall of a bank building was 
oacked in Bakersfield. Telephone 
lines were broken at Tehachapi, 
where 10 lives were lost in the des- 
tiutive 1952 quake. 


A 12-inch gas line over the Teha- 


i-hapi Mountains between Taft and 
the Ridge Route was broken .but 
opeiations were not affected. 


The Caltech seismograph record- 


ed the quake for more than a min- 
uie, beginning at 3.34:08 p.m. Seis- 
mologists said it was of 5 75 to 
* 25 magnitude on a scale of 10. 
In Beikeley, University of Califor- 
nia seismological equipment re- 
coided the quake for 15 minutes. 


In most localities, the quake was 


evidenced only by swaying chan- 
deliers and lattlmg crockety. The 
epicenter was placed by scientists 
as the Garloek Fault, between Te- 
lia chapi, Mojave and Fort Tejon. 


The storm in southern California 


accompanied by thunder and light- 
ning, Drought mote than half an 
inch of rain to Los Angeles and 
nearly an inch and a half at some 
beach communities.

Reillv sued to have hi* ballot counted and won in the

This decision was affirmed on appeal on 


the grounds that since Reiliy had never been convicted 
of desertion and never been subletted to forfeitures of 


citizenship under the la\\ he was entitled to vote 


The Supreme Court of Pennsylvania did hold in this 


case that the U S had the power to impose forfeiture of

to make him a non-U S citizen of his own free will. 
The fust general expatriation statute was passed in 1908. 
This has been tested in several cases.

14. 1909. an Ameucan-boin voting woman 


married a Bntish-boin citizen named Gordon MacKenzie. 
Though he lived in California and intended to maintain 
his residence in this country, he had never become a 
naturalized Ameucan citizen 


Mrs MacKenzie subsequently sought to legister as a 


voter in California 
She was refused the right on the 


grounds of her mamage to a Butish citizen

trade in fireworks the manufac- 
turers and distributors have coun- 
tered with a move for federal regu- 
lation.

ing of their problem, I have been 
forced to realize that never are 
these efforts made until and unless 
an effective measure seems well 
on its way toward adoption." 


The senate judiciary committee 


approved the house bill, in slightly 
modified form, and sent it to the 
senate last summer. Since then, 
however, pressure has developed 
to reopen hearings on the matter 
before the judiciary subcommittee.

of 50,000 members. 


Property Value 


On the average, each of these 


clubs has developed recreational 
sroperty with a value of $5,426. 
This includes 10 acres of fishing, 
swimming and boating water with 
picnic facilities, boat docks and a 
club house. Total valuation is $2 - 
000,000. 


Since 1936, the federation has 


bought and released in cooperation 
with the state 7,050,000 pheasants 
and 258,000 quail. Clubs bought 
more than 900,000 trees and 5,000,- 
000 multiflora rose seedlings and 
put them into the ground as badly 
needed wildlife cover. 


They also claim cerdit for efforts 


resulting in cleaning up pollution 
n 23 streams in Illinois.

, >I6t bathroom tenors. Too many 
of them. But real tenors, opera 
tenors, are in short supply. It's 
yot some of them worried. 


"In the entire world today there 


are only 10 tenors who can sing 
major dramatic roles with author- 
ity." said Ramon Vinay. a former 
baritone who became a tenor by 
accident rather than intent. 


"As a result we have to travel 


like mad. and we are getting tired. 
And some of us are showing voice 
strain." 


Real Blow 


This may not appear much of a 


tragedy to the average man. who 
ordinarily doesn't list tenors as 
among the earth's major blessings, 
but when a few top tenors go 
hoarse it is a real blow to the 
world of serious music. Some fel- 
low has to hit all those high notes 
and kiss the dying soprano, or how 
can the opera go on? 


And it isn't as easy as it looks. 
"Before a new production we 


rehearse for about three weeks," 
said Vinay. who keeps in shape by 
weight lifting. "And believe me, 
five hours on the stage of the 
Metropolitan Opera is like 12 hours 
on the docks. It's like pushing a 
street car 20 blocks. You come 
home and drop dead." 


H«-> A Standout 


All tenors are unusual but even 


among- his fellow tenors Vinay is 
a standout. He is a bijr bear-like 
man who looks like Luis Firpo, 
the former South American heavy- 
weight boxer. 


Vinay was born in Chile, raised 


in France, and started his career 
pushing a broom in a Mexico City 
department store. He also worked 
as a traveling salesman and a 
medicine box manufacturer before 
he settled down as a baritone in a 
small Mexican touring opera com- 
pany. One night the regular tenor 
refused to go on. Vinay cleared 
his throat, sang the role—and 
learned he was a natural tenor. 


"I like it better," he said smil- 


ing. "The baritone is always the 
villain and never gels to kiss the 


soprano. Th« tenor does. Re is the 
1 jro—and the sopranos are Retting 
pleasanter to kiss every year. 


Require More 
* 


"But the audiences require more 


now than in the old day's. They not 
only expect you to be able to sing. 
You must also act and look the 
part." 


All successful people have pri- 


vate fears, but Vinay grinned when 
I asked him what he was most 
afraid of. 


"A cold," he said. 
Tenors are not to be sneezed at— 


particularly when they are six feet 
tall and weigh 220 pounds.
